The Tomb of Menes. 


Egypt has been called an archeolog- 
ical treasure house. The description is 
strictly exact, The history of the past 
lies buried in its soil. 
elsewhere makes war against the mon- 


uments of human labor here seems to 
do its utmost to preserve then In Up- 
per Egypt, and to a less.extent in Low- 
er Egypt, frost is unknown and rain is 
practically absent while the sand which 
has drifted over the temples and tombs 
have seaied them as it were hermeti- 
cally, Nothing in fact perishes except 
by the hand of man. The-most fragile 
fragment of Papyrus will last for cen- 
turies,while objects which were made 
and used 2000 years ago lie fresh and un 
injured by the sive of those of yester- 
day. The painted walls of the cham- 
bers built by Queen Hatshepsu at Der- 
el-Bahari at least 1000 years before the 
birth of Moges looked as fresh and bril- 
lant when they were found by Dr Nan- 


ville as if the colors had-been laid upon. 


them but a week ago. 

We have learned that nothing is im- 
possible in Egyptian exploration. Sur- 
prise has followed up surprise, each 
more startling. and. unexpected than 
that which has gone before. It is ten 
years since the cunciform tablets of 
Tel-el-Amarna were discovered, show- 
ing that the century before the exodus 
was an age of the highest literary ac- 
tivity and intercourse, that the lan- 
guage and script of Babylonia were 
taught and used from the banks of the 
Euphrates to those of the Nile, and 
that the Egyptian province of Canaan 
was.the centre of the correspondence 
carried‘on in them. Since then M. De 
Morgan has found jewelry in the tombs 
of the 12th dynasty which the modern 
jeweler would find dificult. to match— 
eoronets and pectorals of gold inlaid 
with precious stones of the most exqul- 
site workmanship and the most perfect 
art. Now has come a discovery, which 
is perhaps, more. unexpected: than any 
that have preceded it, and which cer- 
tainly would not have entred into the 
wildest dreams of the Egyptologist a 
few weeks ago, 

It.is but recently that critiscism had 
declared the very existenee of King 
Menes, the reputed founder of the 
united monarchy and of the first his- 
torical dynasty, to be a myth.

Three of the Kings havé’ thus 
‘far ben identified; the rest are yas yet 
known only by their ka-nameg «4 and 
their identification must therefq /e be 


left to the future. Like the totabs of 
Menes, the tombs of the first dynasty 
at Abydos have been partially’ con- 
sumed by fire. This was, as I have 
said, a Babylonian custom, rendered 
necessary in Babylonia by the need of 
burying the dead among the cities of 
the living in an alluvial plain, and it 
points to a Babylonian origin. Still 
more indicative of Babylonia are the 
Babylonian seal cylinders which’ ehar- 
acterize the earlier Egptian dynasties. 
In Babylonia, where stone was not 
found and every pebble was valuable, 
nature itself suggested their use; their 
presence in Egypt, a land off stone and 
sand, can be explained only by foreign 
influence. As in Babylonia, so, too, in 
Egypt in the time of Mens and his im- 
mediate successors, they were employed 
for writing upon clay. This again was 
a practice which could have had its or- 
igin only in Babylonia. 

All this tends to show that Prof. 
Hammel is .right in deriving the his- 
torical Egypttians and their civilization 
from Chalden. But it also confirms the 
story of the Old Testament. Here, too, 
we are told that the first civilized na- 
tions came from the East, and that it 
was from the plain of Shinar, or Baby- 
lonia, that mankind was scattered 
“abroad upon the face of the earth.”

Early Marine Engineering. 


In 1830 gongs for the engine room 
unknown, and in many of the 
boats, when the pilot was in his house 
(if there was one) or on the deck over 
the engine room, says Charles H, Has- 
well in Cassier’s for December, he 
would signal to the engineer by the 
stroke of a stick or cane upon ‘the 
floor of the house or deck.

To blow steam, as is now done by a 
whistle, was intendéd to be a challenge 
or an insult. 


In July, 1837, the first steam launch, 
the Sweetheart, 35 feet in length, 4 
feet, 3 inches of beam, and 3 feet depth, 
engine 4x12 inches, wheels, 3 feet six 
inches in diameter, and boiler horizon- 
tal fire-tubular, designed and con- 
structed at the United States navy yard 
New York, by the writer, then chief en- 
gineer of the navy, was completed, and 
on her trial and = succeeding trips 
around the city 4 New York was sa- 
lute with the bells of passing steam- 
boats and cheered by people who 
rushed to the ends of the piers to wit- 


ness the novel sight. She attained a 
speed of 8.5 ‘miles per hour. The en- 
gine was subsequently transferred to 


the United States naval school at An- 
napolis. 

Fuel, up to the year 1836, was wholly 
pine wood, though up to that time 
some owners: of steamboats commenced 
experimenting upon the practibility of 
using authracite coal. A steamboat 
on her route of six or more hours could 
not have the capacity in her fire room 


to contain all the wood required, and 
was compelled to pile it upon her side- 
houses; and such boats as were On a 
long route, as from New York to Prov- 
idence, were compelled to invade their 
upper deck with wood, and upon leav- 
ing the city had somewhat the sem- 
blance of a floating woodyard. 

In 1839 anthracite coal was introduced 
in the furnaces of the steamboat North 
America plying on the Hudson _ river 
between New York and Albany, and, 
to aid its combustion when a high pres- 
sure of steam was required, a fan 
blower, driven by a belt from the wheel 
shai@, was first resorted to, but soon 
afterwards a small independent engine 
was used, connected by“a belt to the 
blower. Anthracite coal was soon after- 
wards first burned without auxiliary

THE BEST FRUIT THAT GROWS 

Is, of course, the apple. The finest ap- 
ples in the world flourish abundantly in 
the United States. As our national fruit 
it should take the place in commerce and 
in our dietary, of the olive in Syria, the 
date in Arabia, the potato in Ireland. 

For every poorly tended and lightly 
esteemed apple orchard in our country 
there should be fifty strong, pnolific, and 
cultivated with the jealous care the 
Floridian bestows upon‘his orarge grove. 
For every barrel of hand-picked apples 
garnered for domestic consumption, I 
“would -have-twenty-fiveinthe:root cel- 
lar. The children should have all they 
can eat, and be regaled with them to the 
exclusion of cakes and candies. 

‘Apples are an incomparable brain food, 
containing more phosphorie-acid,andin 
a more agreeable form, than any other 
fruit known, It is more valuable for 
brain-workers than the much-vaunted 
fish. Apples eaten at bedtime induce 
healthful slumber and often cure obsti- 
nate constitpation. When partaken of 
freely after meals they move the liver 
kindly and purify the blood. In the 
stomach the apple is a disinfectant, and 
aids the action of the gastric juices; it 
is almost a specific in cases of torpidity 
of the kidneys and averts the danger of 
ealcull. The grateful acid is healing to 
sore throats and tempers feverish colds. 

Now and then an exceptional individ- 
ual is so unfortunate as not to be able to 
digest the flavorous pippin, the tender 
snow apple, or the purple-red gilly-flow- 
er, Even the “King” (long may he live!) 
lies hard upon the diaphragm for hours 
after it is masticated. I have yet to 
meet the human creature so abnormal 
that his digestive apparatus cannot take 
care—and perfectly—of apples when 
' properly cooked. 

To cook them improperly is a culinary 
sin, a sanitary outrage. 

Take, for example, 

APPLE SAUCE. 

Pare and slice the fruit, rejecting 
tough, knotty and decayed portions. 
Drop each piece into cold water as it is 
cut. The precaution prevents discolora- 
tion and keeps the fruit from sduring by 
expostrre to;the air. Drain quickly; put 
the slices with the water that adheres 
to them, into a porcelain, a nickel-steel- 
plated, or agate-iron, saucepan (never 
into tin) and bring gently to a boil, stir-

the sugar is cooked with it, and a syrup 
evolved that has little of the taste, and 
few of the healthful properties, of the 
fruit. 

BAKED APPLES. 

Sweet apples are less wholesome than 
those which are pleasantly acid. The 
texture is tougher, and some varieties 
leave a brownish deposit upon tongue 
and teeth, betraying chemical combi- 
nations that are not healthful. The best 
use to be made of the sweeting is to bake 
it—and then you will find that it requires 
longer cookiig than its tat brother. 

Dig out blossoms and stem ends with 
a small, sharp blade, but do not pare the 
apples. Pack together in a deep pud- 
ding-dish, fill the cavities with sugar 
soaked in lemon juice; pour in a cup of 
water, cover closely, and bake in a mod- 
erate oven until a straw will pierce the 
fruit easily. Do not uncover the dish 
until the contents are cold. Eat with 
sugar and cream. M. H.

Through Andover at that Rate. Judge

Mary J. McMullen was a girl of the’age 
of nine years who lived with her parents 
in Andover, and on the afternoon of the 
‘twenty-second day of November 1898, she 
went in cympany with two other little 
girls to get’a newspaper. On returning 
she stepped in the ger-station-of 
the Boston & Maine railroad and went 
into the water closet of thestation: She 
came out of the waiting room upon the 
platform of the station’ just before the 
express passenger train which leaves 
Boston for Portland at4.15P.m, came 
through the Andover station. This train 
was two mivutes late at Andover , and 
reached that pint at 4.50 P.M. It does 
not stop at Andover and: went through 
the station that evening at the rate of 45 
miles per hour. -. 

Nothing was seen of Mary J..McMullen 
after she was seen standing in front of 
the ticket office upon the platform, just 
before the train reached Andover, unti) 
some minutes after the train had gone, 
when upun an alarm being raised a 
search was made by the baggage master 
and the station agent at Andover, who 
found her bedy in fragments strewn 
along the track. i es ; 

I tind that she must either have care- 
lessly run under the train or been drawn. 
under its wheels by the suction of air 
produced by the train guing at that great 
speed, I find that sne was instantly 
killed by being run over by said passen- 
ger train, and that the Boston & Maine 
railroad is not in any sense to biame for 
the accident which resulted in her death.

"WS JEWETT CONVICTED. 


Jury Finds Him Guilty on Two Counts— 
Applies fur New Trial. 


BOSTON, Dec. 21—In the U. 8. Cir- 
cuit court this morning the jury in the 
case of the United States vs. William 8. 
Jewett, Who was indicted for alleged 
embezzzlement and misapplication of 


the funds of the Lake National bank of 
Woltboro, N. H., reported a verdict of 
guilty on two counts and a disagree- 
ment on the other five counts, ; 
The counts on which Jewett was con- 
victed are numbered 84 and 95 in the 
indictment. The first was the transac- 
tion by which Jewett paid A. E. Butler 
$4000, and the second was the transac- 
tion in which Jewett paid $3940 by way 
of dividends of $20 per share on shares 
of stock held’ by Jewett and his pledges. 
Both counts were for the misapplication 
of the sum therein named. In the lat- 
ter count Jewett claims that the tran- 
saction was of no benefit to him person- 


ally. 

Hollis R. Bailey, counsel for Jewett 
in the case, requested time to file-a bill 
of exceptions afid a motion for a new 
trial. Jud “Brown gave him until 
February 1, 1899 to do so. : 

The case was given to the jury at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Judge 
Brown remained at the court house un- 


til midnight and when it was ascer-" 


tained that no verdict had been reached 
then he ordered-the jury to report at 
9.30 a, m. today. 

Promptly at that-hour the jury ap- 
peared, the men looking weary after 
their long ‘night in the jury room. 

After the roll had been~calfed Clerk 
Trowbridge asked: ; 

“Mr. foreman and . gentlemen, have 
you agreed, upon‘a verdict?” 

“We have,” replied the foreman. 

“What say you gentlemen,” continued 
the clerk, “‘is the defendant guilty or 
not guilty?” 

“Guilty on counts 84 and 95. We have 
disagreed: on the remaining five counts,’”’ 
was the foreman’s reply. ' 

Clerk Trowbridge then said, ‘‘Gentle- 
men harken -to your verdict as the 
court has recorded it: you find the de- 
fendant guilty on counts 84 and 95 and 
have disagreed on the other counts. 
So you say Mr. foreman, and so you 
all say.” 

The jurymen nodded their heads in 
affirmative reply. 

Judge Brown thanked the jury for 
having done their duty and said he re- 
gretted that they had been obliged to 
stay out all night on the case, He then 
excused them for the remainder of ‘the 
term, since, as he said, they had to sit 
on 80 long and difficult a, case. 
Mr..Jewett's bail was not changed and 
is still -in. force,” “°~~ detect 


The Acguimesits 


At the opening of the court last. Moriday 
, District Attorney Jones stated that as 
a result of a conference between the 
attorneys in the case and the court all 
but the following counts had been nolle 
prossed: 49, in which defendant is 
charged with enibézgzlement of $5000: 57, 
in which defendant is charged with em- 
bezzlement of $2000; 61, in which de- 
fendant is charged with embezzlement 
of -$4000;-67,1n which defendant is 
charged with embezzlement of $4500; 80, 
in which defendant is charged-with em- 
bezzlement of $1000; 84, in which de- 
fendant is charged with misappropria- 
tion of $4000; 93,.in which defendant is 
charged with misappropriation of $1760; 
95, in which defendant: is charged. with

Mr. Bailey then began his argument.

“The statute covering embezzlement, 
abstraction, and misappropriation, fixes 
the punishment at not less than five 
years, nor more than 10 years imprison-

mal administration, etc., or to some- 
thing more. Now there is no abstrac- 
tion charged here, the counts alleging 
that having been nolle prossed. 

“It is not a misappropriation for a 
bank president, even if insolvent, to get 
his note discounted at the bank. It is 
bad management, but. does not come 
within the meaning of the statute. 

“An agent in liquidation has entirely 
different duties than a president of a 
growing bank. He acts largely on his 
own judgment. If he makes mistakes, 
it is not necessarily criminal misappli- 
cation. It isn’t embezzlement to put 
the bank money to the agent's account, 
if it is done in good faith and in the 
belief that stockholders can all be paid. 

‘*A* bank man can make a good loan 
and a bad'-loam~ It isn’t criminal to 
make a-bad. loan. If a bad loan is 
co there is no crime connected with 

“After hearing Mr. Jones’ opening, I 


think “you ust ‘hve been waiting_all_ 


these days for conclusive evidence of 
the terrible crimes with which Mr. 
Jewett.is charged. I submit that you 
have heard no such evidence. 

“T submit that in ‘92 and ’93 there 
was nothing done by Mr. Jewett with 


fraudulent’ intent, and even if there- 


had been you have no right to say that 
becausé 6f that “he~did-things in later 
years. with fraudulent intent.” 

At this point Mr, Bailey explained the 
varioug counts. ; 

Resuming his argument, Mr. Bailey 
said that “the jury must be convinced 
that Mr. Jewett has told a straight- 


forward story and that'he came here. 


to tell- you all about the transactions 
in quéstion. He says there was nothing 
secret about them and that he had no 
criminal {ntent’ In doing what he did; 
and I think you will believe him.” 

At 4.30 court adjourned until 10 a.m. 
Tuesday, when Mr. Bailey will complete 
his argument, and “Mr. Jones make his 
argument, 


Court came in at 10 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, Mr.. Bailey, counsel for the 


defense, resumed -his: argument. He 
argued that thé defendant acted in 
good faith, without the slightest crimt- 
nal intent, He commented on the fact 
that the prosecution had failed to con- 
tradict a single statement made by the 
defendant. The government case was 
purely circumstantial. ‘This concluded 
Mr. Bailey's argument, and at 10.40 
District. Atorney Jones arose to state 
his case. | - 

“I shall try to” be as fair to the de- 
fendant,” said he, “in this case, as it is 
possible for mortal man to be to mor- 
tal man. I shall try to put the case 
clearly so that you may. decide easily, 
whether the defendant is guilty or in- 
noéent.” Judge Brown then stated that 
he should rule out all evidence as to 
Jewett’s transactions as bank president 
or director, only admitting such as had 
to do with his’ acts as the agent of liq- 
uldation. Mr. Jones said he understood 
his honor’s ruling. : 

Mr. Jones continued “If circumstan- 
tial evidence were not used to convict 
criminals, the ‘cool, calm, shrewd men 
who plan in secret would: escape, and 
Only the bunglers would be punished. ~ 

“Now in July 1892, the Lake Bank 
was doing a prosperous business. In 
July’ 1892, William 8. Jewett was in- 
Solvent, and he knew it. He got con- 
trol-of the Lake bank and. made loans. 
of $21,000 to his wife, the American

He says it 
was in a safety deposit:box, and ‘tries 
to- explain why he did not pay the 
shareholders, but he fails, and you 
must! be convinced, indeed I know that 
you are convinced that he was or had 
been using it in various ways for his 
own purposes, In other words, had em- 
bezzled it. “Is it possible Mr, Fore- 
m gentlemen that.in a civilized 
community, in which a boy who steals 
money from his employer is sent to 
jail; or an unpaid clerk, who embezgles 
from a. corporation which employes 
him, is sent to prison, is it possible, I 
say to allow a man to escape the con- 
sequences of embezzlement, because he 
has been president of three or four 
banks and agent in liquidation for 
others. 

“No, gentlemen, I am glad to say 
that there is one law for all, rich and 
poor, wise and ignorant, the shrewd 
and the unskillful. 

“There can be no doubt.that Jewett 
was insolvent when he got control” of 
the Lake bank, and borrowed to the 
limit on paper that was worthless. 
Then: was he dealing honestly with the 
bank? ; 

“Now, Mr, Foreman and gentlemen, 

what is more natural than that.a man 
who has committed a crime, to try to 
cover up that deed, by not telling the 
truth. You must take this into con- 
sideration in weighing the defendant’s 
testimony.” 
,..The District attorney spent the rest of 
the morning in explaining the details 
of the various note transactions and 
dwelt particularly on the loans which 
he claimed Mr. Jewett had made upon 
property already mortgaged to its full 
value. 

District Attorney Jones closed his ar- 
gument at 3 p. m, Just before closing 
he announced that count 93 would be 
nol prossed, leaving seven counts. 

Judge Brown’s charge to the jury oc- 
cupied the remainder of the session un- 
til 5 o'clock. He went carefully “over 
the law points-in the case and laid 
stress upon the fact that the intent of 
the defendant in the various transac- 
tions under consideration was impor- 
tant to determine, whether the, man 
was actuated by honest or dishonest 
motives.

Long Sessions. — 


Thé High school commission is busily 
at work on matters pertaining to the 
contracts for the new. high .. school 
building but it is likely to be a month 
yet before this work will be completed 
and any contracts awarded: 

Except those familiar with. this kind 
of work no one would realize the im- 
mense amount of labor entailed in 
erecting a building of the size of the 
proposed high school. The commission 
was in*session 20-fhours last week, sev- 
eral times until nearly midnight and at 
these sessions thé questions of material 
to be used, of the different systems of 
ventilating, etc., have been pretty thor- 
oughly discussed. 

A selection of the granite trimmings, 
the brick, and some of the other mate- 
rial has already been made, and bids 
have been asked for the various con- 
tracts. But no contract will be awarded 
until the whole have: been thoroughly 
gone over and it is seen that the cost 
will come within the money Hmit fixed 
by the city council. 


Fighting Prejudices. 


“J,think,” said the electrician, with 
weary air, “I saw something in the New 
York Sun the other day about lighting 
closets by electricity. Opening the door 
turns on the light; closing the door 
turns it off. It’s a beautiful scheme 
and as practical as it is beautiful. But 
that’s all the good it does, People will 
keep on pawing in dark closets, or set- 
ting all their best clothes on fire by 
lighting matches among them until I 
am gray—or until you are, which you 
probably think will be longer. 

‘We hear a good deal of talk about 


the giant strides of science and things- 


like that. I suppose it does seem to be 
getting over the ground when you look 
at it from one point of view. But in 
another way it seems fairly to .crawl, 
For instance, 20 years ago there was in 
London an exhibition of cooking by 
electricity. Now you think .that in 20 
years a process like that 6né that-comes 
home to évery household, -would have 
been-adopted..everywhere, And seven 
years ago the papers were full of the 
descriptions of the Peabody house in 
Brooklyn, where the lighting, heating 
and cooling, washing, ironing and cook- 
ing were all done by electricity. People 
predicted then that the finish of the coal 
ranges and gas stoves were in sight, 
but I notice that the stove makers are 
still doing business, and-they don’t seem 
to have a lean and hungry look. 

“The investigation of a thing isn’t all 
that is necessary. That's only the first 
step. If you can’t make your workS 
step.; If you can’t make your invention 


do its work ‘as cheaply as its rivals you” 


will never get the world to use it. Cook- 
ing by electricity is hardly any further 
along than it was five years ago, and it 
won't be any further along until it gets 
as cheap as gas or coal. That time is 
coming slowly but surely nearer: in the 
meantime, though, you won’t find many 
electric kitchens. outside of exhibitions. 
They have one down at the Edison 
company’s new plant on Duane street, 
but that doesn't count outside. Every 
Friday luncheon is cooked there and 
Srved to the staff. And the kitchen 
works all right. The trouble isn’t in the 
working anyway. It's in what the work- 
ing costs. : 

“It’s as hard to push a new device in 
electrical household appliances as it is 
fir some people to get into a society. 
Take electric curling irons, or, rather 
the heaters for these irons.. Womnien 
go into the new hotels, where there are 
electric lights, and the only way in 
which they can heat a curling tron ts 
to use an alcohol lamp. There is more 
damage done to furniture and carpets 
and hangings in this way than woulda 
cover the cost of the hotel man of pro- 
viding the attachment for heating the 
iron. Yet I know of only one hot! in 
this town where women will find this 
convenience. 

“One trouble in getting private houses 
to use electricity is that they don’t 
want to tear up the house to have the 
wires strung. The fine new houses are 
being provided with electric wires in the 
building ani many of the old ones 
have had them put in; but people are 


,slow to make radical changes of any 


sort. Physicians have been about as 
ready to.avail themselves of teh new 
opportunities as anybody. A great 
many of them have an office wire which 
taps the street wire and use electricity 
in cauterizing and for regular electrical 
treatment. It does away with any fuss- 
ing with batteries.and is always ready. 
Dentists do the same way. But wher 
it comes to really domestic uses we 
have to admit. that electricity has 
gained ground very, very slowly. It is 
always the way, though. You will find 
men’s offices equippe* with the very la- 
test conveniences, but the women's 
kithehen’s have to get on as best they 
can.” 


NEW PROBLEMS.

With the acquisition. of the Philipines 
Porto Rico and the establishment of a 
protectorate over Cuba, will come great 


and grave responsibilities as well as 
great dangers. The administration will 
need all the best intellect it can com- 
mand to grapple with the problems 
presented.

If the unfortunate 
natives are to be treated to a form of 
carpet bag government composed of the 
political flotsdam of this country, then 
the unforutnate natives will have oc- 
casion to sigh for the good old days 
of Spanish rule. 

It is the duty of the Republican party 
to show to our new races the blessings 
of free government, not its curses and 
to show them that the great republic 
to which they have become allied is 
able and ready to give them the great- 
est measure of freedom under wise and 
just laws. 

The tariff ‘too is another serious 
problem to which the government must 
apply itself. The question of ‘open 
ports,” is one which bids fair to revo- 
lutionize the tariff policy of the whole 
country, for American manufacturers 
will not care to pay duty on goods, ex- 
ported to our new possessions, and a 
discriminating duty\in favor of Amer- 
ican goods will undoubtedly create -se- 
rious complications with other countries 
and would be contrary to our time hon- 
ored contention in the far East, since 
we opened the ports of China to the. 
whole world. There are no infant indus- 
tries to foster and if there were the 
pauper labor of Europe would have no 
terrors for the Filipinos.
